a letter to an intiuirer in wliioh lie aaid 
that he shared the geneial regret at 
Lord Koaebery's retirement. To-day 
Sir William declares the letter a forgery. 
He has never written on the subject to 
anybody. 

The Marquia of Salisbury, replying to 
a correspondent who had expressed the 
liope that the government would make 
known ita actual position on the Armen- 
ian queation, says he regrets that he is 
not in a position to speaK freely on the 
subject, as if he could he might remove 
some of the misapprehensions. But, he 
continues, as Great Britain is not taking 
isoliited action at ConBtaiitinople there 
:tie obvious objections to, his speaking 
freely, which would not exist if the gov- 
ernment were acting inuependeutly of 
the European jjowera. 

A Berlin dispatch to tlie Standard re- 
ports that the Frankfurter /eitung has 
a dispatch from Constantino|)le which 
siiyB'that negotiations are on foot be- 
tween the powers and the Porte for the 
abrogation of certain portions of the 
Dardanelles treaty. The Sultan is not 
averse to the project, says this dispatch. 
The powers will guarantee protection to 
the Saltan and the intejgrity of the Tnrk- 
ish Empire if there are no fresh atroci- 
ties. 

The St. James Gazette says the im- 
mediate release of Dr. L. S. Jameson 
and Major Sir John Willoughby, the 
Transvaal raiders, who, with Major K. 
Gray, Col. II. F. White, Major P. Wliite 
and lion. Henry E. Coventry, werecon- 
victed of violating the foreign enlist- 
ment act and were sentenced to fifteen 
years and seven months respectively, is 
probable. Their release will be granted, 
the papei' says, upon a medical report 
declaring that the state of their health is 
such that further imprisonment would 
be dangerous to them.' < ;: • .,. 

The officials of the Bank -of Ecuador 
B«^c^eded at.8 o'clock .'thia^ morping -in. 
opening for the first time since the great 
fire the vaults of that institution. To 
their great surprise they found the paper 
money, documents and books to be in 
perfect condition. This will tend to re- 
store confidence and will lead to an 
earlier resumption of business than was 
at first anticipated. 

The steamer Finance ■which arrived at 
Colon, Colombo, to-day reporteil en- 
countering a heavy gale during the night 
of October 10, the bad weather lasting 
until the 13th.'. A-secondgale sprung up 
during the evening of the 13th, and 
lasted throughout the 14th of October.

The Standard's Berlin, correspondent 
says that Dr. Hegar of Zurich has dis- 
covered an unpublished concert over- 
ture by Wiigiier. 

The Daily Telegraph's financial article 
expreeses the belief that the J5nnk of 
Florence has manifesliid a willingness to 
sell gold largely ralher than allow the 
l^ondou market to be so disturbed as to 
react Kerionsly upon I'ari.-'. The jirticle 
says that it i." probable that this coiiKid- 
eration prevailed with the H;ink of I'^ng- 
land not to raise the rate of disoount. 

In view of the fact that the families of 
the former and present Duchess of Marl- 
borough are shortly to be increased, both 
the Beresford and Ohurchill household 
are ardently homing that in each case the 
expected heir will prove to be a boy. In 
the event of the deatii of the preaent 
Duke of Marlborough, says the Sunday 
Timea, without a niah? heir, there would 
be available material for highly interest- 
ing and most expensive law suits. The 
dispute would probably lie between the 
present Duke'a eldest sister, Ladj' Flor- 
ence Greyly, and AVinston Cluircbill, 
eldest son of the late Randolph Chur- 
chill. It is a matter of uncertainty 
wliethcr the palace of Blenheim and the 
Ducliy of Marlborough would go to the 
next male heir in case there is a female 
who comes nearer to the last holder 
of the title in genealogical de- 
scent. For instance, the present Duke 
has inherited through the female line, as 
a descendant of the second daughter of 
the great Duke of Jfarlborough. That 
lady married Lord Sunderland and his 
son became Dtikoof Marlborough on the 
death of his aunt, tlie Countess of Godol- 
phin. Both the patent granting Blein- 
iieiin to the first duke and the patent 
creating the dukedom are said to be ex- 
tremely obscure. 

Emperor William of Germany arrived 
at Darmstadt this afternoon on a visit 
to tiio CV.art The Emperor only remain- 
ed two hours at the palace, after which 
he returned to Wiesbaden.

Imposing' Demonstration of Protest 
in St. James' Hall, London- 
Letter from Gladstone. 



Xbe Veteran Statesman Decltwes 
' That tlie Saltan Has Beeorded 
His Final Condemnation. 



London, Oct. 19. — St. James Hall was 
p^ked with an audience of 2,600 people 
to-night, a large proportion of whom 
were women, to take part in the demon- 
stration of protect against the Armenian 
massacres. Nearly S,000 people applied 
for admission to the hall. The Bishoj) 
of liochester presided over the meeting 
instead of the Duke of Westminster, 
who wrote regretting that ill-health com- 
pelled him to be absent. The Earl of 
Portsmouth, the Earl of Meath, Baron 
Abinger, Baron Rendel, Viscount 
Oxenbridge, the Earl of Stam- 
ford, the Bishop of Winchester, 
the Bishop of Hereford, the Bishop of 
Aberdeen, Right Hon. James Bryce, 
Bev. Harry 8. Drew and Mrs. Drew 
(Mr. Gladstone's daughter), Canon Wil- 
berforce, Canon MacColl, Sir Leivis Mor- 
ris, Rev. Dr. John Clifford, Rev. J. 
Guinness, and a numljer of mayorsiwear- 
ing their insignia eat upon the platform. 
Ten peers, twenty-eight bishops and a 
number of deans and non-Conformist 
ministers wrote expressing regret at 
their inability to attend the meeting. 

Intense enthusiasm was manifested 
by those present, especially over the 
reading of a letter from Mr. Gladstone. 
In this letter Mr. Gladstone expressed 
the hope that the meeting would worthily 
crown the Armenian meetings of the 
last two months, which, he said, were 
without a parallel during his jpolitical 
life. The great object, Mr. Gladstone 
further said, was to strengthen Lord 
Salisbury's hands and to stop the series 
of massacres, which was probably still 
unfinished, and to provide against 
their renewal. As he believed 
that Lord Saliabury would use 
his powerful poaition for the best, he 
personally objected in the strongest 
manner to abridging Lord Salisbury's 
discretion by laying down this or that as 
things which he ought not to do. It 
was a wild paradox, without the support 
of reason or history, to say that the en- 
forcement of treaty rights to stop sys- 
tematic massacres, together with efTec- 
tive security against Great Brit- 
ain's abusing them for selfish 
purpose8^"%w6uld" .'^provoke the hos- 
tility" of . one. or more oi> the -powers. 
To advertise beforehand in the ears of 
the great assassin that Great Britain's 
action was cut down and she was made 
the most backward of the six Powers, 
would be the abandonment of duty and 
prudence antl would doom the national 
movement to disappointment. The con- 
cert of Europe, Mr. Gladstone wrote, 
was valuable and important, but such 
an announcement would be certain to be 
followed by its failure. 

Mr. Gladstone concluded as follows: 
"I have had special opportunities of 
knowing of what materials the Sultan, 
with all his seeming obstinacy, is made. 
From dejilorable and disgraceful causes 
he triumi)lis for the moment, but for the 
moment only. In the face of civilized 
mankind he lias recorded the final con- 
demnation, first and foremostof himself, 
but next and no less ellectually of those 
who have been his willing, brutal and 
sanguinary instruments- 

The meeting unanimously adopted 
resolutions expressing abhorrence of the 
Armenian massacres and support of the 
Britisli government in its etlbrts to stop 
them, appealing to the powers to co- 
operate with that object and asking all 
nations and creeds to assist lu the suc- 
cor of the helpless and starving Armen- 
ians. 

Nkw York, Oct. 18. — A committee ap- 
pointed at a mass meeting in the Jersey 
City Tabernacle last night to protest 
against the Armenian massacres, sent 
the following dispatch to President 
Cleveland: "The citizens of Jersey City 
in mass meeting assembled respectively 
urge that you insist on a guardship at 
Constantinojile, and take effective meas- 
ures to secure an indemnity of $100,000 
for the outrages coinmitted against our 
fellow-citizens in I'urkey, eleven months 
ago." 

MDRUEREJI AT LARGE. 

The Indian Manslayer at Macleod Still 
Eludes the Authorities— The 
Election Trials. 

WiNSiPEG,' Oct. -19.— (Special)— Bad 
Young Man, the Indian murderer, is 

still at large. He ■was tracked by the 
police and Indians to the head of Belly 
river, sixty miles from Macleod on 
Saturday, and surrounded in about five 
hundred acres of thick brush. His 
house, tent, aquaw and food 
were capinred by the police. Dur- 
ing Saturday he kept up a heavy lire 
on the police, one bullet going through 
Inspector Jarvis' hair. During the night 
he escaped from the brush. On Sunday 
afternoon he appeared at Le Grandeur's 
ranch, twelve miles from Macleod, rid- 
ing a police horse, and held up the in- 
mates fora meal. After eating hecross- 
ed Old Man's river, riding on to the Pie 
gan reserve. He threatened to kill In- 
dian Agent Nash and the head chief of 
the Piegans and wipe out the whole 
tribe. The Indiana wore in a panic and 
camped round the agency. A party of 
sixteen police went out there last night. 

Application to strike out the Mar- 
quette and Macdonald election petitions 
was dismissed this morning with costs. 
The trials are expected to take place 
shortly.

To-day 
he promised substantial aid to the new 
intorprovincial bridge across the Ottawa 
river between Ottawa and Hull. 

Second Lieutenant ' Harold Hyde 
Baker has resigned his commission in 
the British Columbia Artillery. Second 
Lieutenants Burnett, Forin, Tite, L, G. 
Johnson, Bennet, Worsnop and C. G. 
Johnson have been granted first class 
certificates of proficiency. 

Thomas Moflat, the leading produce 
merchant of Capetown, writes to the 
Minister of Trade urging the establish- 
ment of a direct line of steamers between 
Canada and Cape Colony. He says the 
result will be a great improvement in 
the trade, which at ])resent is going to 
New York. 

The Minister of Agricuture will visit 
the Maritime Provinces at the end of the 
month and address three meetings of 
farmers in Prince Edward Island. 

Commander Spain risports that the 
crew of the government cruiser Osprey 
were fired on while near Liscombe, N.S., 
while looking up fishermen who were 
contravening the close season. Several 
of the men were hit by shot, but none 
seriously. A searching inquiry has been 
ordered.

SHOT HIMSELF TWICE. 

The Mystery Solved Regarding the Death 
of Mr. Davlu Stevens of Vancouver. 

Vancouver, Oct. 18.— (.Special)— The 
mystery surrounding the (death of David 
Stevens at San Francisco is explained. 

The Colonist reporter saw the late Mr. 
Stevens' father to-day, who said he liad 
received a wire from his daughter in 
San Francisco which reads: "Dave 
shot himself twice in the head to-day 
and died an hour afterwards." Mr. 
Stevens was a short time ago a clever 
statistician in the C.P.R. oflices. He 
was popular and much liked, but threw 
up his position thinking he could better 
himself by going to San Francisco. On 
his departure the men in the Bho])a pre- 
sented him with an address and a hand- 
some present. He left full of hoi)e and 
ambition, but soon realized the truth of 
the old saying that " Distant pastures 
look green." Failing to get employment 
in California he grew melancholy and in 
a fit of despondency committed Euicide. 
The news is a great shock to Mr. Stevens' 
numerous friends hero for he was well 
liked and highly respected.

Pauncefote Mas All Along Had His Instruc- 
tions ReHarding the Matter. 

LoNDo.N, Oct. 111. — The following offi- 
cial statement regarding Venezuela waa

Customs Insiiector Wanted on tlie 
- Steamboats— Heavy Demand 
for Lumber 



Yankee to the Backbone— Track 
laying: Into Rosslaml— Impor- 
tant Mining: Deal. 



TnAiL, Oct. 16.— (Special)— On Tues- 
day, while making the trip from North- 
port to this phice, I inquired if there was 
a customs inspector on board the steamer 
whose duty it wag to e.'camine the pas- 
senRers' luggage? The^ answer was in 
the negative. The boat "was bo densely 
crowded with pasaengers that the legend , 
" Standing room only," after the fash- 
ion of theatres when a popular player is 
on the boards, might have been 
displayed before the steamer left 
Northport. The - trip lasted three 
and a halt honrSn and there 
wore three and a half hours of jostling 
and disuomfort. Due allowance, how- 
ever, must be made for- the increase in 
the traflic, which from a very small be- 
ginning biia aaaunied in leas than twelve 
months proportions that tax to their ut- 
most the fiicilitiea at the command of 
the navigation com])any. Tlio company 
do all in their power to meet the unex- 
pected demand on their roaourcea, but, 
like the hotela and business lionaes in 
this marvelous country, the .steamboat 
men have been taken by surj)rise and 
nearly overwhelmed by the auddenneaa 
and magnitude of the strain. But no 
such ezcQse can be urged in ex- 
tenuation of the neglect of the 
government to place on the 
steamboats plying between foreign and 
British ports a customs officer whose 
duty it shall bo to open and examine 
baggage while the boats are en route, 
and so prevent confusion, delay and tlis- 
comfort before the arrival of the vcsaela 
at Trail. There were -00 paHsengers on 
board, and while the duty of inBi)ection 
could liave beer, performed with ease be- 
fore we reached Trail, we were lined up 
and forced to open our boxes and grip- 
sacks and tumble out their contents, 
while tho railway train, impatient to be 
off on its way to Roasland, snorted and 
shrieked and 'so added to the confusion 
and excitement. It is due to the ofllcers 
of the customs to say that they performed 
their duties in a courteous, manner, but 
the department is too short-handed to 
admit of efliciency and dispatch. Will 
not the Yale-Cariboo member exert him- 
self to bring about a change which will 
allow baggage to be examined on board? 

A sawmill is in active operation below 
Trail. Rough lumber sells at ^I'i per 
thousand, dressed at iflS. Rafts of tim- 
ber arrive almost daily from above. And 
here arises a question : Is this timber 
cut on government land? and, if so, ia 
there any check upon the loggers? as 
reports reach me that the lumbermen 
are given a free hand, and that, even in 
the railway reserves, where the terms of 
the special acts have not been com)>lied 
with, a wholesale denudation of the for- 
est wealth is in progress. This is a mat- 
ter that sliould be investigated. After 
the best timber slmil have disappeared 
will scarcely be the time to institute an 
inquiry. 

The harmony which exists between 
the natives of the various countriea 
gathered in the camps of Kootenay ia 
most commendal)le. The American ele- 
ment is still largely in the ascendant, 
but Canadians and English are pouring 
int-o the country and quietly posseaaijig 
themselves of such mining claims aa 
may strike their fancy, either by pre- 
emption or purchase. Many Americana 
who have decided to remain in the prov- 
ince have either become, or are preparing 
to become, British subjects, and valuable 
and loyal citizens they will make. But 
that a foolish prejudice against Jiritains 
and its inatitutions exists in the minda of 
some persona the following incident will 
aiiow: On the train from Spokane an 
old lady rode to Northport. She was at 
least 80 years of age — probably 90 would 
l)e nearer the mark. As she waa very 
feeble her fellow pasaengers assisted her 
from the train to the steamboat, carry- 
ing her wraps and hand-baggage. In 
the ateamer'a saloon she was given an 
easy chair and a cup of tea. The 
lea seemed to make her garru- 
lous, for she presently opened 
her verbal battery and discharged 
a volley of uncomplimentary epithets 
against " them Britishers." "I never 
did like 'em, and to think that in my 
old age I've got to come and live among 
'em 1 It's too bad. My father tit in the 
last war agin them Briliahera, and I 
ain't got over the tightin' feelin' yet and 
I never shall." 

A Ijright little Canadian matron who 
sat near bridled up inatantly an 1 with 
tiashing eye exclaimed, " Madam, I 
don't know who you are, but if you were 
not so old I would tell you that in Brit- 
ish Columbia you wUl enjoy in your old 
age that peace and security which is 
denied you in your own country, and I 
would add that your remarks are in bad 
taste considerinjj; tliat you are surround- 
ed by ' them Britishers ' and are now 
under their flag." 

Someone in the crowd cried "Hear, 
hear ! " The old lady said no more, and 
I observed when the time came for leav- 
ing the boat that those who had been 
assiduous in Jielping her on board stood 
aloof, and upon the otiicers of tlie l)oat 
devolved the task of aaaiating her ashore 
with her traps. 

Mr. Corbin is i>uahing his road into 
Roasland. Tracklaying is proceeding 
with commendable rapidity, and by the 
tenth of next month a passenger may 
embark in a parlor car at Roasland at 
noon and reach .Spokane early, the.^aino 
evening. A ferry will 'be established at 
Northport until a bridge can be built. 
The C.P.Ei is badly handicapped for 
want of direct daily communication with 
Trail Creek. Sir William must get a 
move on him or the American lines will 
caplure and forever hold the trade of thia 
maguiticent country. 

I have before remarked upon tl;c 
cheapness of goods here and at Roasland, 
Articles are so low-priced that I fail to 
see where any profit is realized by the 
ahoo keeper. 

Among tho on dita to-day are the sale 
of the Sovereign mine on Lookout moun- 
tain for .$100,000 to a London syndicate, 
and the purchase of fifty or more lots at 
Roasland by the O.P.R. tor railway ter- 
minus purposes.

BKITISH COLUMBIA FEUIT. 

Wbat the Spokane People Thought of This 
Province's Display at the 
Exhibition. 

The exhibit of fruit and vegetables 
sent through Mr. J, VRv"'; Anderson, 
deputy minister of agriculture, to the 
Spokane exhibition, which closed on 
Saturday, secured wonderfully favorable 
notice, and Mr. *E. Hutcheraon, who 
went in charge of the exhibit, writes to 
Mr. Anderson that it wna a snrpriao to 
tho ]ieople who visited tho exhibition. 
Through unavoidable delays the B.C. 
exhibit did not arrive in lime to bo 
judged with the other fruit exhibits, but 
here is what the Spokane Spokeaman- 
Review says of the display : 

" Tho exhibit troiii British Columbia 
though not largo has probably attracted 
as much attention as any other in the 
building. The British peo])le had ar- 
ranged to send an excellent collection of 
fruit and grain and vegetables to Spokane, 
and had it ready when the strike of tele- 
graphers on the .Canadian. Pacific came, 
and the fruit was ti^ up'. "A large amount 
of thia was pears," prunes, plums and 
fruit which would not keep, and as a re- 
sult, when the fruit was releaaed from 
the strike all thia had to bo cut out. 
The exhibit ia just to tho left of the door 
aa you enter the building, near tho Walla 
Walla exhibit, and ahould bo visited 
by every person going to tho fair. 

The collection of apples brought from 
British Columbia is excellent, showing 
greater ai/.e and softer and nicor finish 
than any other on oxhibiliou. Had these 
been in the building when the plate 
awards were made it is safe to isay Brit- 
ish Columbia would have carried away 
many of tho first prizes for apples. The 
collection ia so complete and the fruit 
exhibited shows such an excellent stnta 
of perfection that the fruit £air manage- 
ment concluded to award a special prize 
of $25, which was paid to E. Hutcher- 
aon, who has the exhibit in charge. 
Most of the fruit is from the Fraser river 
valley. Tlie exhibit will also bo award- 
ed a special trophy. Tho other exliibit- 
ors recognize the excellency of thia apple 
display, anil admit that if it had been on 
the ground wiieii awards were made that 
many a 'first' and ' second ' would bo 
aeon on t-hat Stand." 



NEW DENVER. 
(From the Ledne.) 

Tho Idaho has just paid a dividend o£ 
$1S,000, making about $50,000 in all. It 
is being worked through the Alamo 
ground, and is daily shipping about 85 
tona of 70 ounce ore to the concentrator. 

The Silver Baud on Eight Mile creek 
is owned principally by sealing men in 
Victoria who have just organiized a com- 
pany with a. capital stock of $250,000 in 
25 cent shares. Work will be commented 
thia fall. 

S. S. Bailey baa sold his interest in the 
Payne, Mountain Ciiief No. 2, Two 
tlacks and Maid of Erin to A. W, Mc- 
Cune.oi Salt Lake City, for ^80,000 cash. 
The Payne was the first claim located in 
the Slocan, and Bailey paid ."fijOOO for it 
in ISUl. It is a splendid property, and 
the showing on it is a pleasant sigtit to 
those who understand mining. A waeon 
road will be built from the Payne to 
Sauduu and the output will be heavy 
this winter. 

Six men are working on the California 
under charge of J. McDonald. The tun- 
nel ia in 154 feet at a depth of 144 feet 
from the incline. In three weeks last 
summer, JIcDonald, without assistance, 
took out .'?.'^,000 worth of ;300 ounce ore 
from an upper cut on another portion of 
tlie claiin> The ledge, where exposed in 
the cut, ahows two and a half feet of 
solid ore on one wall, and eigteen inches 
on the other. Eleven hundred feet 
away the lediro showa up in a strong 
manner. Last week the California waa 
surveyed, when it waa found that all 
the work done for the Phoniix, an ad- 
joining claim, was on the ground of the 
former. McDonald and his partners 
wore offered, on Sanday morning, a $50,- 
000 bond on the Oalifornia, but it waa 
refused. The tunnel now drivine is ex- 
pected to tap an immenae chute of ore, 
which will result in a much larger force 
being employed.

BEYOND ITS PO}Vl!:il. 

Someone has said that it is not in tlie 
power of governments to create value. 
This seems to us to bo so true that proof 
is wliolly unneoepsary. It seems to us 
that it would be as wise and practical to 
attempt to prove by argument that two 
and two make four as to endeavor to 
demonstrate that it is beyond the power 
of government to give value to anything 
that is intrincially worthless or to in- 
crease the value of anything llmt is re- 
gar<le.d as valuable. • 

If it is in the power of governments to 
add to the value of a eommodity there 
need be no such things in the world 
as hard times and low prices. It 
is admitted generally that it is 
not in the power of Government to add 
to the value of wheat or potatoes or cat- 
tle or cotton, or, in fact, any com- 
modity that is in general use. The 
prices of commodities fluctuate no mat- 
ter what the Government may do to 
raise them or to lower them. When 
hard times come governments are as 
helpless as the proverbial fly on the 
wheel. They suffer and sufl'er severely 
from them without being able to im 



PATRIOTIC ACTION. 

Mr. Bayard, the United States am- 
bassador to the Court of St. James, has 
taken, with regard to the presidential 
election, a most unusual course. Minis- 
ters to foreign countries and members of 
the diplomatic corps generally are sup- 
posed to be neutral in politics. For 
them to take part in an election contest 
in their own country, if not considered 
unconstitutional, is looked upon as in 
very bad taste. But Mr. Bayard regards 
the contest now going on in the United 
States as so serious and involving such 
important issJIs that he considers that he 
ought not to be deterred by consider- 
ations of diplomatic etiquette or by 
precedent from doing what he could, 
under the circumstancrs in which he is 
placed, for the cause of right. He 
therefore wrote a letter to Mr. Samuel 
Bancroft, jr., with the intention of its 
being published in the United States. 
It is needless to say the letter is an able 
as well as a patriotic one. Mr. Bayard 
is an eminent statesmen as well a.s an 
accomplished scholar, and anything that 
he thought fit to write on tlie issues of 
the present contest would be certain to 
be read with respectful attention by a 
large proportion of the people of the 
United States, and must influence the 
action of many electors, particularly 
those of the old Democratic pKrty. 

It is needless to say that Mr. Bayard 
is earnestly in favor of sound money, 
lie ia equally earnest in warning the 
.readers of his letter against the evils to 
the common weal that must necessarily 
follow the adoption by the nation of the 
policy advocated by IVfr. Bryan and the 
leaders of the party to which he belonfis. 
He is convinced that it is tlie duty of 
every Democrat in the Republic to op- 
p08(.' that policy to the utmost of his 
ability. After pointing out the vicious 
nature and the ruinous tendencies of the 
Popocratic policy Mr. Bayard goes on to 
say: 

" When, therefore, a citizen, pro'css- 
ing himself to be a Democrat, is callecl 
upon by many, or by few, to yield his 
couvictiouB and assent to the doctrine 
that ('ungrcfis lias the power and can 
rightfully exercise it by its legislative liat 
to create values, and, regardless of their 
intrinsic or comiiierci:d value, to invest 
one or the other of the earth metals with 
any arbitrary power as money and over- 
ride and alter at legislative will 
or caprice the ratio of the exchange- 
ability of such metals, regardless 
of the obligation of contracts — his an- 
swer should be that sack a claim of 
power is not consistent with a Govern- 
ment of limited powers as defined by 
our Constitution, ro)ilaiii,i llic '/itin- 
/(■.sst'/icc of tiirdtuii/, ditihuiifslii, and dhsn- 
hiliant, find in ili'Hirurliiy. of that iiKinililii 
irhich ix t'/tsenlial to Ihf peace and ttlnhiliti/ 
of ciiilizcd soikiij. It is, in jilain words, 
a proposition to destroy the institution 
of property and break down every legal 
defence for ita protection. 

The words that we have italicisod 
show in a clear and lively manner the 
true nature of the policy advocated by 
the leaders of the silver party. Very few 
of them, no doubt, see clearly the ten- 
dency and the consequences of the doc- 
trines they teach. Many of them, know- 
ing that the cause of cheap money is 
popular, do not wait to consider whether 
it is sound or not. What they are after 
is office, its power and its emoluments, 
and if they can secure them thoy care 
very little about the means they take to 
accomplish their purpose. 

Very many of those who support the 
silver orators and cheer them until they 
are hoarse, have not the remotest notion 
of whaiwiil'be the result of putting 
into efifect the policy they approve so en- 
thusiastioally. They will not listen to 



that both Sir Henri Joly and Mr. Pater- 
son have been shabbily treated by the 
Leader of the Government and we are 
not surprised to hear that one of the two 
gentlonieii has given expression to his 
annoyance and disappointment. 

.1 WELL-GROUNDEB liELIEF.

If government could regu- 
late prices, make them high or low as 
they pleased, times would always be good 
and the public chest would be always 
full. But no Government that has ever 
yet been eatablisbed has been able to 
regulate values* There are business 
fluctuations and periods ol business de- 
pression in monarchies and republics, 
under free trade and under protection, 
or where there is one standard and when 
there are two standards, when tiie 
Radicals are in jiower as well as where 
the Conservatives hold the reins of gov- 
ernment. 

A. littleobservation and a little "reading 
show this to be true, so true that if a 
party leader were to tell the people that, 

if they put him in power, wheat would 
be always a dollar a bushel and 
potatoes thirty dollars a ton, he 
would be laughed at as a fool or 
a humbug. Yet a party leader has 
arisen among our neighbors who tells 
them that if he is allowed to take the 
reins of Government what is now fifty- 
three cents worth of silver will be worth 
one hundred cents and the price of silver 
will be kept up indeflnitelj', no matter 
how much or how little is produced. 
AViiat ([uality is there in the commodity 
silver that no other commodity possesses? 
If the man who would promise to keep 
the price of beef and mutton, cotton and 
codfish up to a certain point independ- 
ently of the supply or what is called the 
state of the market, would be re- 
garded by nine men out of ten capable of 
thinking as a fool or a knave, why 
should we think dilTerentlj' of the man 
who tries to make the people believe 
that he can, by the policy which he ad- 
vocates, raise the price of silver nearly 
90 per cent, at a jump, and keep it up at 
that figure as long as the laws he pro- 
])Oses to enact should reiuain in force? 
Vet the man who makes tliis ab.-jurd 
promise with respect to silver is, by mil- 
lions in the United States, regarded as a 
liatriot, a statesman and a deliverer. Of 
course there are other millions who see 
the promises and predictions of Hryan 
ill their true light. The wonder is that 
any iiiimlier of intelligent men worth 
nientioriing should bo so blind as not to 
see the shallowness of Bryan's reason- 
ing and the delusiveness of his promises. 



AN UNFULFILLED PROMISE. 

Sir Henri Joly is reiireeonted as being 
greatly annoyed at tho failure ol the 
Leader of the Government to appoint 
him to a seat in the Cabinet and to 
make his salary equal to that of a Head 
of a Department. There can bo no ex- 
cuse for the First Minister's had faith, 
lie '.:ould easily have made good his 
promise as to a seat in the Cabinet. It 
is in his power to make Sir Henri. Joly a 
Privy Councillor, and being a Privy 
Councillor his appointment to a Cabinet 
seat is a very simple matter. Controllers 
were, under the Bowell ministry, made 
Cabinet ministers, and Mr. Laurier 
as leader of the Opposition recognized 
the validity of their appointment. If he 
Uelieved that the Bowell Government 
acted unconBtitutionally in the matter 
he would no doubt have objected in the 
strongest manner to tho Controllers occu- 
pying a position to which they wore not 
entitled. The Hon. Mr. Mills who' 
knows a great deal more about the Con- 
stitution than Mr. Laurier or any other 
member of the Oirit party at the 
time in tho House of Commons, 
was also silent. Does anyone 
suppose that he would not have pro- 
tested against the Controllers being ele- 
vated to Cabinet rank if he believed that 
it was not lawful to give them seats in 
the Cabinet? There can be no doubt

The first bar of bullion taken out by 
the cyanide process on a commercial 
scale in this province has beeu brought 
down from Cariboo by !Mr. F.W. Hawes, 
secretary of the Cariboo and Williama 
Creek Consolidated Mining Co., limited. 
The bar weighs .'Jl.Gl ounces in gold and 
silver, is 007 line and worth about $100. 
This company has been the first to in- 
troduce the cyanide process in British 
Columbia and the result, Mr. Hawes 
says, has been a great success. 
Hitherto it been a question as to 
what was the best method of 
working the company's claims, but 
now the results are such that by the 
cyanide process xiractically everything is 
saved, the highest assay from the tail- 
ings after passing through the vats being 
only CO cents a ton, and other assays 
showing very much less. The company 
are at present working a five-stamp mill 
which saves the free gold in the ore; 
then the tailings are put through the 
cyanide process, so that nearly all the 
old and silver is saved at a cost of $10 a 
ton. The vat capacity is nine tons, and 
it is intended to double the mill 
capacity so that the cyanide plant 
can be worked to its full extent. 
The company are at present working 
nine men on the Blackjack claim. This 
claim at the surface ran $7 and now 
where the tunnel cuts the ledge, 65 feet 
below, the ore runs $40 with a vein 7 
feet wide. Tiio former owners instead 
of following on the vein, sank a ijerpen- 
dicular shaft. The company have run 
in a tunnel to the vein crosscutting the 
shaft and will stope hack on the vein and 
continue sinking also. (Jnartz mining 
Jlr. Hawes says looks very bright in 
that part of the province. Tiie company 
have recently put through several 10 ton 
mill runs for other )ieoplo, and the Is- 
lanil Mountain claims art; being develop- 
ed by a force of men, the ore being free 
milling and looking well, though just 
what it ran Mr. Hawes did not know.

Mafifistrate Macrae Will This Morn- 
iug: Give His Decision ou 
tlie Matter. 



The preliminary hearing of the charge 
against .James Talliard of obtaining 
money under false pretences from J. A. 
Coates was flniahed yestsft^y. Magis- 
trate Macrae reserving his deeisiom till 
this morning. 

The evidence was to a great extent 
similar to that given by Mr. Coates on 
the tirst day. Ecfore the other witnesses 
were heard Jlr. Coates was recalled to 
say in correction of a statement made in 
his evidence that he had first met the 
accused in December. ISO-l, not January, 
l.S<J5. 

Samuel Shepherd was the next wit- 
ness and stated that Talliard had given 
him a sixth interest in the Anderson 
Lake hydraulic claim out of gratitude for 
kindness . shown to him during 
sickness. The witness went on to 
corroborate Coates' testimony as to 
what i)assed at the Carse residence 
on Jlarch 4, 1895, %vhen the money v/as 
paid over and the prospectus read. Tal- 
liard had disappeared about the middle 
of May. 

William Carse also gave evidence as 
to what passed at the meeting on March 
1, ISSK"), and told how Talliard had prais- 
ed ttio mining claim and endorsed the 
prospectus. The witness had jiaid over 
.'f.'jOO for five shares at the meeting in the 
same way as Coates had. 

W. 1'. "Watson another of the share- 
holders gave practically similar evidence 
and then Sergt. Langley, of the provin- 
cial police, told how Talliard had been 
arrested while travelling to Australia 
under the name of Blake. Talliard ad- 
mitted that he had been going under the 
name of I'dakn for some time. 

i laviiig heard the evidence Magistrate 
Macrae reserved until to-day his decision 
as to whether or not he would commit 
Talliard for trial.

To Tine ICditor: — Last Sunday being 
the day set apart by the Anglican churcli 
for the commemoration of St. fjuke, the 
Rev. Mr. Jenns, in iys address ujjon the 
subject, observed that the memory of 
St. Luke must be to us especially inter- 
esting inasmuch as ho was a Gentile, 
and hiagcwpel was addressed to Gentiles, 
whereas the other apostles were Jews, 
and consequently their gospels were to 
the Jews ; and, as if to make St. Luke's 
gospel additionally interesting, it con- 
tained many parables not found in tlie 
other gospels, notably amongst which 
was that of the prodigal son. Tlie men- 
tion of this parable of the prodigal son 
brought to my remembrance a remark- 
able sermon upon this parable which 
I once heard in onr vill:ige church, 
the minister commencing it by say- 
ing, "In the beginning (.iod had two 
sons,' the one was a Jew, the other son a 
Gentile. The Gentile was spoken of aa 
the youngetr son, who left nis father's 
home and became a wanderisr, the older 
son was the Jew, who remained at 
homo. In process of time the younger 
brother, the Gentile^ returned, was re- 
ceived with welcome' by his father, nnd 
with grejit rejoicing, 'rhe elder brother, 
the Jew, was so offended at this gracious 
reception, that, notwithstanding his 
father's earnest entreaties, ho would not 
be reconciled to what had occurred. A 
parallel rejireBcntation of the subsequent 
career of the two brothers was then 
brought under notice by the village pas- 
tor, which supplied him with abundant 
matter to enlarge upon, and to finish hia 
discourse upon the parable of the " Pro 
digal Son."

The following letter was, the first ba&i- 
neea ;to.come before the city council last 
eveningi Mayor Beaven presiding and 
Aid, Qlover alone a been t :

(Without pcejiidioe,) ; 

Gentlemen,— We liave to acknowledRe 
leceipt of a letter of this date from the City 
Clerk in reply to ours of the 15th inst. It 
■^^•ould appear from your letter tliiit il is tin- 
Sntention of the city to procoL'J with tlie 
coiiatrimtioii of the l)ridt;t' witliout coaijdv- 
ing with the conditions laid down in our 
lettcr of the loth inst. We be^ to point out 
that one of the conditions on which we 
etnteil the comnimy woiilil consent to tho 
completion of 'the bridge now in construc- 
tion was: 

"2,';Theolty will agree with the receiver 
and the Consolidated Railway Company to 
, replace tho said bridge by a permanent 
bridge of -sutiicient strength and stability 
and properly constructed to carry tramway 
trnttio of all kinds within two years from 
1his date, such bridge tci lie aviiilid)le for 
the purposes of the Cunsulidatfd liailwny 
Company and their successorM ami assi^iis 
upon the terms of section HlSof the ai^rec- 
jiient set out in thesche<lide to the Victoria 
Electric Kailway and LiKhtini; Comnanv 
Act, 1894." 

The suggestions contained In our letter 
as to Construction were not intended to in- 
dicate the character of the hrid(;e which 
should be sulhcient for all classes of tlie 
company's tralhc, but oidy to indicate the 
character of tlie temporary bri(l{;e which 
the company would lit pres'eiit accept (at 
considerable iiiconvcr.ii'nce and loss) on tlie 
. condition above mentioned. Sliould the 
corporation endeavor to proceed with the 
construction of the bridge without comply- 
ing with all the'conditious ot our letter, we 
beg to notify you tliat we sball at once take 
proceedings to prevent any such action on 
their part.

The City Clerk proceeded to read a 
letter from tlie City Solicitor on the sub- 
ject of tho last previous communication 
from the company, encloaing a report 
from the City Barrister in which the 
Solicitor concurs. It was as follows :

Dkar tini:~(Ue Tramway)— I am in re- 
ceipt of a letter of the 17th froai the city 
clerk re conditions under ■wliich the Con.

It seems to ine the city should not tram- 
xael itself with any conditions wliatever.

Lt is 
not for the railway company to dictate 
terms iipon which their consent will be 

fdvennorfor the city to accede to their 
erms. Something more is required; 
namely, sulHcient strength in the struc- 
ture to carry cars. This, as already men- 
tioned, is a matter to be reported upon in 
the first, instance by engineers. Advise 
xaUiray company that the city feels itself 
unable to comply with terms proiioscd.

Aiii^.'TiAKKS moved that the answer 
Buggeetied by the City Barrister in the 
communication just read be forwarded 
to the tramway conapany. 

Ald. Partiiidhe, in eecondinp this, 
said he found that the people in charp;o 
of the brid^^o are unnble to get himber 
and therefor(! cannot put men on to 
finisli tho bridge as decided upon by tho 
council. At tlie rate the work is going 
on. it will be six montiie before tlie 
bridge is finished. 

Ald. Makciia.vt called attention to 
tho fact that the property of tlie com- 
pany is in the liands of a receiver. He 
ijueationed whether this "virtually 
bankrupt concern " has any " locus 
standi and witii respect to a ' resolu- 
tion of .which he bad given notice look- 
ing to the purchase of the property by 
the city, he thoughtit" pretty well time 
that the city should be rescued from the 
clutches of such unpriuciiiled adven- 
turers." 

TriK Mavoi!, in answer to a question 
!i8 to tho reason for the delay in goinjion 
with the bridge, said there appeared to 
have been difficulty in getting i)iles, and 
then in getting the stringers rcijtiired 

Ai.D. HuMPiiKEY urged tliat when the 
time tor flooring comes only the flrst 
layer — of two inch planks — ijeputdown, 
and that the tramway company be left 
to put down the upper layer-^of three 
inch planks— when they place tlieir rails, 
as he contended that according to law 
the company are bound to pUmk the 
Ijridge. 

The motion to send the company the 
answer suggested by the City Jiarrister 
was then adojited, and so was one moved 
hy Aid. Cameron to refer to the legal 
advisers the further letter ixoxsf. the com- 
pany read to-night. 

Communications from tlie engineer 
and solicitor on the .subject of tho Kings- 
ton street sidewalk tangle were read 
and referred to tiie streets committee — 
without any hope being held out of early 
action unless the property owners move 
hack their fences. 

The City Solicitor reported in the mat- 
ter of a curfew law that the council has 
no power to pass it; as to tho milk by- 
law that it has not been put into force 
probably because no instructions have 
been given to the sanitary inspector 
since its passage. 

A rojiort from the tinance committee, 
read and aaoi)tcd, recommended an ap- 
propriation of $500 for a sewor on Cook 
street between Yates and Johnson. 

\iA). Wifji^rAMH moved the resolution 
of which he had given notice looking to 
a conference of representatives of the 
several municipalities interested, to se- 
cure a railway from tho Coast into tho 
Kootenay mining region. He pointed out 
briefly how important it is that some 
prompt action should .be taken to onalMe 
the huB^hesB people oi^.tfae . Ooast cities 
to have a share of the trade of tho min- 
ing district now practically inaccessible 
to them. 

Ald. Hu.Miiiiitiov said lie believed that 
tho gontlonioii at jireiient in town inter- 
ested in this railway would rather not 
eee tliia resolution passed just now, a.s it 
tho council are to take hold of the mat- 
ter it may fcoop tiie business men from 
taking it"up uud subscribing towards the 



expense necessarily connected with pro- 
moting the Bchetiio. He believed there 
would bo a public meeting called in a 
few days. 

After further discussion Aid. VYilliaina 
agreed to have the resolution stand fur a 
week, and a motion to this eflect was 
adopted, 

.\i,u. WiLLiAMH moved tiiat a eoraniit- 
tee of three be appointed to wait on the 
provincial goverument with a view to 
Kecuring their co-operation in building 
the hewroaid;:pBat.OBlk lake^'w; in- 
forpjed that ii thjij tbial::- cost would be 
some $2,500.' Hie thought the govern- 
menjt- might make.a,Babstantiialigrant. 

Ald. Makchant remarked that if the 
government agree to tliis projiosition he 
would rate them at a good tleal less in 
intellecUntl calibre than at jireaeiit. lie 
thought it i\ reiiiarkable proposition, 
when the city are about to iiionopolizo a 
good road built by the government, to 
ask them to pay part of the expense of 
making anotlier one. If they hud any 
gravel or other material, perhaps they 
would give it. 

After a little further discussion tho re- 
solution was adopted, and tho Mayor 
named lis the committee Aid. Williams, 
Glovc/' and Wilson. 

Ai,D, Makohaht moved his resolution 
asking for a special meeting to discuss 
tlie proposition to purchase the property 
of tho Consolidated KaiUvay Co. in Vic- 
toria and vicinity. He thought all street 
railways and lighting plants ought to bo 
under the control of the corporation, and 
since the property is nowoll'ered for sale 
by a receiver lie considered this a Utting 
time to discuBH the mattiir. 

The motion was agreed to without 
further remark. 

The motio n for the second reading of 
Aid. MarcliauL's by-law for the re-divi 
sioii of the wards was carried on division 
of 6 to -1, as follows: For — .\hl. Mac' 
millan, Humphrey, Cameron, Marchant 
and the Mayor. Against — Aid. Wil 
liams, Wilson, Tiarks and Partridge 
The council then went into coirimiEtee of 
the whole on the by-law. , ' 

Ald. PAurniji^QB', on'tbe first section- 
that the by-law of 1892 be repealed — 
moved in niuendinent that the by-liiw be 
laid on the table for the pres:ent, ami the 
matter be placed fairly before the people 
at the end of the year. He took this 
action, ho said, as the result ot repre- 
sentations naade to him by ratepayers 
from all of the wards, who could not eee 
any reason for putting the city to this 
oxpense at present, wtien the assess- 
ment ia shown by the roll of 1895 to be 
now as fair as it can poaail>ly be. He 
thought that this ijy-law may have been 
brought forward to help to ensure the 
election of some aldermen who felt that 
their seats are in danger because of the 
bridge bdaineaa. 

Tbe Mayob . pointed oat that the 
amendtnent offered was .hot oUe that 
could be properly moved in connection 
with this section. 

It-was accordingly withdrawn, and the 
repeal section carried on the same 
division as that on the second reading, 
Certain inaccuracies having been found 
in the proposed boundaries. Aid. Wil- 
liams revived the suggestion that the 
ward system shotild be done away with 
altogether, and that until this is done 
the by-law should be laid over. Ke 
asked that the coujmittee rise with that 
end in view. 

Ai.n. Makciiakt, having spoken ino 
position to the idea of abolishing ward 
boundaries, referred to Aid. Partridge's 
suggestion that this by-law had been iit- 
tr^Qced.to secure certain aldermen in 
their seats. He denied that this was 
his reason, because, he said, he did not 
intend to be a candidate again ; and he 
believed Aid. Glover's intention ia the 
eanie; Avbile with the new boundaries 
Aid, Macinillan's qualification will be in 
the Centre %yard. 

Ald. Hu-mpiirey alter further discus 
sion uroved tliat the committee rise and 
report progress. 

'Xhis was agreed to, and the council ad- 
joarnedat 10:15 p.m.

Third Salmon Vessel Beady 
to Sail. 



To Qnatsino .and return, travelling 
homeward by the inside route, was tlio 
trip ended by the steam schooner Mis- 
chief, Capt. Foot, yesterday morninu. 
From Quatsino the steamer brought a 
number of passengers — parties who luivii 
been exploring :uid examining tlio min- 
eral properties at Coal Harbor. One of 
these is Mr, Q. F. AUardt, of the West 
Vancouver Commercial Company of San 
Francisco, which owns 7,000 acres of coal 

. and copper lands at the place named. 
Another is Mr. Michael Dodds.an English 
<!oal expert, who represents a company 
in London, England, while still another 
is Mr. Silver, of San Francisco. All, it 
is understood, were very favorably im- 
pressed with what they saw, and it is 
•expected that as a result of their expedi- 
tion some practical develcpment work 
will soon be commenced. Mr. AUardt 
in speaking of the Coal Harbor pro- 
spects, expressed himself very hope- 
fully. He said a shaft had been 
sunk 60 that Mr. Dodds could gain 
a thorough knowledge of the prospective 
mine, and although the latter was not 
prepared to make public all his impres- 
sions regarding the property, he (Jlr. 
AUardt) knew that the ^coal specimens 
collected pleased him greatly. Mr. Dodd s 

'■ intends to report upon the coal prospects 
aa he found them to the company he 
xepreaents, and upon this report will, in 
all probability, hinge extensive mining 
operations. For twenty miles up 
Quatsino Sound, and within a 
comparatively few miles of the 
property in question, the largest 
of aeu-u'oiiit,' craft can navigate, and this 
is an atlvantage that is greatly in favor 
of the new coal lields. For the present, 
Mr. AUardt says, nothing will be done 
towards getting at the copper in the 
mines, all that will be sought for at pre- 
sent being the black diamonds. Mr. AU- 
ardt left for homo by direct steamer last 
evening, but is expected to return before 
many mouths. Among other passengers 
on the Mischief were Mr. Houston and 
two laborers. The steamer had as cargo 
a quantity of salmon from Quatsino, box 
lumber from Alert Bay and coal from 
Comox. 

ALL BUT ONE .^CCOUNTKD rOJ:. 

Gapt. Hackett, the most successful 
sealer in Behring Sea this year, is home 
and is receiving the congratulations of 
his numerous friends upon hisgoodlnck. 
He arrived on the steamer Maude on 
fiunday evening, leaving his schooner, 
the Annie C. Moore, on the Coast. His 
catch for the entire season totals 1,.000 
skins, of which number 1,089 wore se- 
cured in the sea. Capt. William Cox, of 
the Sapphire, is not very far behind, for 
he \v.\a a ciUcli of 1,002 for the sea. The 
Sapiihire, Saucy J^ass, Zillah May and 
Labrador have all arrived in i)ort since 
Sunday morning. Tlie Zillah May, 
Capt. Balcom, brings home a catch of 
821 skins. It was her maiden cruise 
and she behaved baiutifuUy throughout 
her cruise. The Labrador^ one of the 
small members of the sealing fleet, has 
a catch of something like 308 skins.

HYPNOTISM. 

Dr. . Griffiths' Lecture ; Before the TheosO' 
'phlcal Society. 

Dr. Allen GrifHths' lecture on hypno- 
tism at Theosophical hall, 28 Broad 
street, on Sunday night was attended by 
a large audience who listened with great 
interest to the speaker. Hypnotism, he 
said, waa not a . mere daah of wills nor 
thd'>ordina%";iinfluenbelvb^ power 
exerted by bne'mind over another. These 
were but child's play compared to real 
hypnotic conditions and oll'ects, which 
might be classified under tliree heads: 

1. Paralysis of the mind of one person 
by that of another, so that the former 
cannot act of its own volition. This is 
the trance condition. 

2. The possession of the mind of one 
person by that of another so that the 
termor acta solely at the will of the 
latter, exercised upon it by means of 
suggestion or command. This is the 
moat frequently induced state. 

3. The actual disi)lacement of the 
mind of one person from ita thinking in- 
strument, the brain, aiid the occupancy 
of that brain by the inind of another. 
This is obsession and the last and worst 
stage.

are ell'ectual through and by a trained 
mind, concentrated and directed by will 
l)0\ver, acting with conscious design up- 
on another to force tho latter from its 
seat of control, the brain. A strom;

From .Ashcrol't, on the (".P.K., the point 
of departure for all jioints in (Jariboo and 
Lillooet, to liaikervillo, 'J.'^.") miles, more 
than SO six to twelve-horse teams are 
freight in;;, and from the present outlook 
instead of shippine for the year from 160,003 
to ;iOO,(X)0 pounds of freight per week it will 
be largely increased. 

Omineca and tho Peace river countries, 
which are best reached by the Cariboo 
road, will attract much atteiilioii ne.xt 
season, as there is a large and practically 
unexplored section of the country thai is 
known to be ricli in gold and silver. 

The opening U]i of Slate and Manaon 
creek hydraulic mines by the lUrd .Mining 
and -Milling Company, of Ottawa, and tlie 
Victoria hydraulic, represented by Manag(;r 
Black, will give that, country a well 
deserved prominence. These mines are 
nearly (100 miles north of Ashcrol't, are par- 
tially lilted up, and will be in operation be- 
fore "the close of the season of 1897. There 
is said to be much rich hydraulic ground in 
that section, Jlr. lilack claiming to Inive 
g!'0\ind that goes as high as Vj cents per 
pan . 

It is a well known fact that liridge river 
has always been noted for its great riehness 
in ijlacer mining, and not only line gold but 
nuggets have been found ol' great value.

Aa high 
as from :f5 to .f Hi jjer day has been made 
there, not only by whites, but also by In- 
dians and Chinese, sometimes by meana of 
sluice boxes and sometimes by the rocker, 
liridge river is likely to bt: the ndning sec- 
tion of the future in this ])arl of the coun- 
try, both in placer and quartz ndning, us it 
is only reasonable to believe that, where so 
much gold has been found in the benches 
and banks of a river, there must be some 
very rich ledges of quartz in that vicinity. 

Not nearly so many men will come down 
from Cariboo this season aa heretofore.

.il will go into Cariboo next season--il is 
believed by those beat informed — in large 
quantities, and that, of course, means good 
t i mcs for laborers and ranchers. 

The North Star, on which work had been 
susj)ended for a 'short time has resnmcd 
operations and work is now vigorously car- 
ried on with a prospect of a handsome 
dividend. 

The J>aw claim is being opencil up by a 
tunnel lieing run in from near the level of 
liaker crei'k. .Messrs. Clarke and I''c>rrost 
have about a dozen uieii eii^agi'd by shifts 
and are |)ii>hiiig on the work wilb energy.

is greater. When man reduces his rate 
of mental vibration by passion, envy, 
suspicion, desiro for revenge, etc., he 
virtually becomes an animal. When he 
raises that rate to the plane of the adept 
by high aspiration, pure motive, and 
noble action, he becomes an adopt. 

Animal magnetism and mesmerism are 
not hypnotism. Animal magnetiam is a 
process by which physical moticules are 
transmitted from one jierson to another, 
which latter may serve aa the medium 
for transmission of jjliysical diaease. 
Hypnotism takes place by virtue of 
transniissioii of lluid or essence 
which is tho vehicle of the will of tho 
hyimotist. When tho mind of the sub- 
ject is thus surcharged it cannot act of 
its own volition, but responds to the 
thought and will of its master. The vic- 
tim becomes a helpless slave and is irre- 
sponsible. Nor is the influence with- 
drawn, or does it disappear entirely, 
when the aubject aeema to return to 
his normal state; but the sub- 
ject remains a more or less unconsoious 
prisoner during the lifetime or desire of 
the hypnotizer. Suggestions or orders 
given the victim in a hypnotic state en- 
dure for life, and he may never again 
resume the perfectly free, healthy and 
normal state he previously possessed. 
His mind has once been dethroned, and 
he may not again resume complete com- 
mand. Ever after he is a vassal, sup- 
plicating for hiB rights, but impotent to 
regain and enforce them. 

A drunkard is hypnotized and under 
influence told that he will be unable to 
tiike alcohol in any form. Proportionate 
to the power of tho operator to possess 
the subject's mind during hypnotic 
trance and thereby retain control, the 
latter will obey. The influence may be 
so potent that the subject refrains from 
drink— " reforms," as the phrase goes — 
and the ignorant and superficial accept 
hypnotism as a boon to the race. But 
has a ciire been really efl'ected? In no 
sense. The cause of all forms of intem- 
perance being an uncontrolled mind, ora 
mind which uses its knowledge and 
powers for selfish gratification— certain- 
ly to paralyze or forcibly prevent a giv- 
en mind from following its natural bent, 
will never result in permanent reforma- 
tion. 

Hypnotism interferes with the soul's 
freedom by clogging it with tho weight 
of imperfect human influence. If left 
to ita own courae it will soonest and 
with least suffering workobtita ultimate 
destiny under the benign and guiding 
influenceof Karma — that inexorable, all- 
wise and all-just law which rules the 
contents of cosmos, and which, lite after 
life, metes out the exact measure of 
merit and demerit to each mortal.

MURDER AT LILLOOET. 



"Jack tlie Hipper " Visits tho B. C. 
Mainland aud Butcjiers an 
Indian Womau. 



Arrested and Brought Before the 
Coroner lie Is Committed 
for Trial. 



Lii/LOOET, Oct. 18, — (Special)— On Fri- 
day evening last an Indian woman goint; 
by the name of Annie was murdered just 
outside the town. Early in tiio ovenin;; 
she was seen in the company o( one 
Cluirlea Moore, who came here from tlie 
United States u year or so since, and has 
been employed at manual labor of vari- 
ous kinds. About 7 :30 p.m. they wore 
observed coing in the direction of whore 
the body was foiiud. The woman had 
been terribly slaslied after tiie 
manner of " Jack tho Kipper." Susjii- 
cion fell upon^Moore and a search was 
made. Constable Hurley found and 
arrested hiiu at 10 o'clock Saturday 
night about ten miles from hero on the 
Clinton road and at 1 o'clock in the 
iiiorning had him behind the bars in 
Lillooet jail. Dr. Sanson, of Clinton, 
who was wired for arrived here last 
night and held an inquest on the bbrty 
this morning. 

The coroner's jury returned a verdict 
of guilty against Moore. Then followed 
the preliminary trial before Magistrate 
Phair. Theevidence against the prisoner 
was most conclusive. On his clothes 
were many patches of blood, and a 
peculiar mark on tho heel of one of his 
shoes was found imprinted on the ground 
at the scene of the tragedy. Tlie chain 
of evidence was complete in every 
way. After an exhaustive examination 
Magistrate Phair committed the prisoner 
for trial at the Clinton adsizes next 
spring. Moore claims tobeanAineri 
can by birth, and appears to bo of Sean 
dinavian extraction. He made m 
statement at the trial, and when con 
fronted with the evidence of his guilt 
said nothing. He declined to cjuestion 
the witnesses, and it la the opinion that 
if he liad undertaken to BpeaK he would 
have completely broken down. 

The prisoner leaves for Kamloops to- 
morrow in charge of constable Hurley 
The Indians do not appear to be much 
excited in consequence of tlio murder, 
and seem to have every conlidence in llie 
authorities to vindicate tlie law. The 
s|jeedy arrest and general promptitude 
in connection with this matter is the 
subject of favorable comment. 

LAWRENCB-McCALLUM. 

Charges and Counter-Charges Will Be Heard 
To.RIorrow in the Police 
Court. 

Chief Sheppard, of the city police, on 
Sunday arrested Capt. A. E. McCallum 
on a warrant sworn out by J. A. Law- 
rence, who had laid the information be- 
fore !Mr. D. R. Harris, >T.P. The war- 
rant charged Cajtt. McOalhim with 
tlireatenini: to jmblish a libel concerning 
Lawrence with intent to extort money. 
Capt. McCallum was brought into town 
and was admitted to bail in the sum of 
$1,000 himself and Senator Macdonald 
giving bonds to a similar amount. 

Vestorday morning both Capt. McCal- 
lum and J. .-S , Lawrence appeared in the

Important Caiiture of Cuban Supplies 
and Correspondence— Brisk 
Fig'htiug-. 



Silver Bank Billa to Be Issued in 
Cuba— Serious Insurgent 
Defeats. 



Havana, Oct. 19. — The quantity and 
quality of the contraband of war cap- 
tured by the Spaniards from tho Daunt- 
less ex[)e(lition is much larger and more 
important than was at first supposed. 
It is now stated that there will be 1,054 
rifles, 50 machetes, a large number of 
medicine chests and medicine bags, a 
magnilicent saddle of Russian leather 
with silver mountings and massive silver 
stirrups; a silver banner, some impor- 
tant correspondence, some boxes and 
packages marked in a manner showing 
that the expedition left Jacksonville on 
.September ^G, some labels of the Feder- 
ice de la Torro Club of Florida, and 
l)aper8 showing that expedition Xo. 3 
had landed 43 filibusters in the river 
.San .Juan, where it is rejiorted that 20 
Cuban ladies are assisting tho wounded. 

The Hag of the Spanish gunboat Ar- 
dilla, which, with the Contrainaeatro 
took part in the capture, had nine bullet 
holes, and there were eleven shots 
through the smokestack of that vessel. 
The Ardilla lired thirteen shells and 
2,600 rounds of rifle ammunition during 
the engagement. The Contramaestre 
fifed fifteen grenades and 1,100 rounds of 
riQe ammunition. The capture is said 
to be a eeriouB loss to the insurgents. 
Admiral Garcia Navarra will send the 
insurgent flag captured and the dag of 
the gunboat .A.rdilla, together with some 
of the insurgent arms and some of the 
insurgent postage stamps, etc., to the 
Queen Kcgent. 

The minister of the colonies ia to take 
into coiiaideration the plan of the board 
of trade for issuing another lot of silver 
bank bills, wliich step ia considered 
necessary in order to maintain their 
compulsory circulation. This news is 
looked upon in certain circles as being 
likely to improve the financial situa- 
tion. 

A detachment of about 275 Spanish 
troops has been engaged for five hours 
with an insurgent fo'-ce, estimated to 
number 2,500 men. The .Spaniards cap- 
tured the insurgent positiona at Tiimba 
Cuato, Soledad, San Juan and Rlaniiui- 
i^al, but having exhauated its supply of 
ainniunition, the column was compelled 
to returned to Canipo l'"lorida. The 
country i)eoi)lc in the vicinity of tho 
Hceno of tlie engagement say that the in- 
surgonta retreated with over 50 men 
killed. The troops had 21 or less 
wounded. 



KIEL'S FAMILY. 

Unsuccessful Appeal to French Canadians 
for Assistance to Tbem. 

Montreal, Oct. 19, — (Special)— H. 

Beaugrand, ex-mayor of Montreal and 
now proprietor of La Patrie, has written 
a letter to Madame Riel, mother of the 
rebel lender, in which he replies to her 
appeal for aid for the children of her 
son, by elating that his apjioals elicited 
only $i)8— an amount so small that he 
cannot oH'er it to her, and so he will re- 
turn it to the subaoriberB. He refers in 
scathing terma to the eaee with which 
Frenchmen have forgotten their enthus- 
iasm of a few years ago. He ofTers to 
become personally responsible for tho

— The stock market 
to-day, though moderate in volume, was 
interesting owing to a variety of diver- 
gent influences.

and the practical withdrawal of the 
banks from the market for iiien-bantable 
paper was offset by a seuaatioiial ad- 
vance in wheat and decided strength in 
corn and other food products.

The com- 
mission bouses ban more than 
tho usual number of orders; the 
advance having attracted the attention 
of the speculative public. Local traders 
were also eager buyers and forcdgn 
honaes followed suit. Tho result was an 
avalan(die of baying orders that fairly 
turned the whole pit topsy-turvy. Tho 
excitement was increased by private 
cables announcing a six cent advance 
in Liverpool, with heavy speculative 
activity. By uooii tho local trans- 
actions had run up to 11,000,000 
bushels, and for the entire 
day they reached 20,120,000. The after- 
noon was marked by a tendency to take 
profits on early purchases and prices 
lost 2 cents a buehel for half the total 
advance, closing from 2J^c. to 2%c, net 
higher than Saturday night. December 
opened at 85%c. against 81^4 Saturday, 
sold up to SO^jC. and dropped back to 
8J,':i'c., closing at S4,^ij'c.
